Despite that fact, her husband bought a house in an exclusive area, 
new furniture, a sailboat and real estate in another area. Her 
suspicions eventually led nor to look through his desk where she 
found black and white photographs of trees, roads and bushes which 
she believed were drop cites. 

In the fall of 1969, Barbara Walker says she accompanied 
her husband to the Washington, D.C., area. Using a chart, her 
husband drove to a spot near a stop sign and left an object. He drove 
on and picked up another object. Later in 1969, they transferred 
to San Diego, California, but returned to Washington, D.C., where 
her husband made a drop near a school and at another spot picked 
up $35,000 in cash.
